THE TELEGRAPH AND THE TARIFF. 


The mysteries of the ‘tariff are vividly 
jliestrated by the duty of 70 per cent on tel- 
egraph wire, which was smuggled into the 
bill of the) last Congress known as the 
„Schenck bill,“ and enacted in spite ef the 
atren uous opposition of the telegraph com- 
panies. The duty on telegraph wire prior 
to the passage of this bill was about % per 
cent, which was considered a sufficient tax 
on the public for the benefit of the single 
manufacturer of that article in the United 
States. But the manufacturer in question 
was not satisfied. He went to Washington, 
and persuaded a majority of the Committee 
of Ways and Means that tlie country could 
not have too much of a good thiag, and that, 
if a tax of % per cent was a benefit to in- 
dustry in general, a tax of 70 per cent would 
be a still greater benefit. By a cunning- 
ly-devised form of words, in which telegraph 
wire was not mentioned, but was do- 
scribed as wire of a certain size 
ga! vanized, tinned, or otherwise 
coated, the clanse escaped particular 
notice in the House, aud was put through.“ 
The Western Union Telegraph Company dis- 
covered it before it passed the Senate, and 
took immediate, and as they supposed 
efiectual, steps to prevent its enactment inte 
law, by getting a proviso added declaring 
thet this should not be construed to include 
telegraph wire, the duty on which should 
remain as before. The proviso was adopted 
by the Senate and concurred in by the 
House, whereupoa the telegraph men ceased 
to give themselves any concern about the 
matter, for, under the rules goverving the 
two houses, a clause which has been agreed 
to by both branches cannot thereafter be 
changed by .a committee of conference.

THE TAX ON SUGAR. 

We print this morning a copy of a memo- 
ria), signed by wholesale grocers and dealers 
in sugar in Chicago, asking t st the preseut 
rates of duty on % gar vt wade uniform. so 
that an existing 1 robbery of the 
public be stopped. 

We frequently called sttention to 
this eubjeet, and have pointed out the great 
ineqval ties and oppression of the sugar tax 
as now imposed. The mer >rialiste, speaking 
from personal knowledg fthe facts, appeal

to January, 187], the schedule of duties on 
sugar was as follows:

The result of this classification, accom- 
panied by some remarkable :estricéions, is to 
have all the common brown si zar which is 
fit for use when imported to pay a tax of 4 
cents, instead of g cents as b. fore, but to te- 
duce the tax on that unfit for to! or 
2 Cents per pound.

The reduc- 
tion was a discrimination against fhe general 
public in favor of the few persons w ho carry 
on sugar-refining, and Whose number and 
combined capital invested does not, nerhaps, 
exceed that of the men in Chicago whose 
names are signed to tbeumemorial we print. 
To benefit these sugar-refiners, Congress took 
off 1 1-4 cents of the tax on sugar imported

THE FOUR MAIN-STEM LINES. 

The first railway ever completed between 
the East and the West was the Boston, Alba- 
vy & Buffalo, in 1842. Nine years afterward, 
181, the Erie Railway was opened to Dan- 
kirk. In 1858, the Baltimore & Ohio reached 
Wheeling; and, in 184, the Pennsylvania 
Read attained Pittsburgh. These four are 
substantially all the main-stem highways 
between the Eastern and Middle States and 
the Great West to this date. Over no road 
were such congratulations offered as the 
Erie. It was the grandest eonception, passed 
over the noblest sceneries, was broad-gauge, 
and was superbly engineered and mounted. 

THE ATLANTIC & GREAT WESTERN. 

The prolonged lines of the above main- 
stem railways were built during the seven or 
eight years following the opening of the 
Erie,—the Fort Wayne Road going through 
to Chicago in 1858, 

The Erie’s natural extension was what is 
called at the consolidation, the Atlantic & 
Great Western Railway, tapping the Erie at 
Salamanca, and sending one over to Cleve- 
land, another to Dayton. Beyond these 
points the broad-gauge experiment practi- 
cally ceases, and the mighty giant of Erie, 
which threatened to stretch its arms from St. 
Paul to New Orleans, has lived to have its 
broad rail taken up between St. Louis and 
Cincinnati, and has, also, of its own volition, 
given up the leage of the whole Great West- 
ern extension, and contents iteelf with being 
a New York State highway, paying New Jer-
